Apparently the German idea fs that Grecee 
should repudiate the Brilish guarantee to 
defend Greek independence, participate in 
Hitler's new order and receive a German 
pledge similar to that given to Rumanio. 
‘That would indecd be an empty vetwn for 
giving up British assistanee which has been 
supplied in such quantity that the ‘Turks 
are openly expressing the favourable impres= 
sion it has made upon them, It is not very 
likely that the Grecks would do any such 
thing, for their own safely now requires that 
Ualy’ should be driven out of Albania and 
that country's integrity restored. Thus with 
a grateful Albania on her northern border 
Greece's position would be immeasurably 
stronger than it was before, Such a develop= 
ment would be infinitely better than acced= 
ing fo German plans which would eventually 
mean Greece coming under German domini 
tion, in exactly the same way as Ruman 
has.’ ‘That it is aleendy distasteful to the 
attor is clear from recent utterances of 
Rumanian statesmen which called forth em= 
phatie protests from Germany. 

That the German offer will be backed up 
with a threat to come to Italy's assistance 
should it be rejected may be taken for grant- 
ed. It is the only card which Hitler has to 
play, and, if he is obliged to play it, it will 
amotint to the complotest humiliation of 
Mussolini that it is possible {0 conceive at 
this time. At the same time it would be 
a further proof of the growing bankruptey 
f Hitler's diplomacy. He may have succeed~ 
ed by cozening and fraud {o induce Rumania 
to come within his uneasy fold, but the

threat to survival cannot recur. ‘The Nazis 
have a definite plan before them; they are 
prepared to modify this plan as  cireum- 
stances permit, so long as they get the great~ 
est advantage ‘out of it. In the main, how- 
ever, it is the establishment of a ' world 
hegemony, with Germany as the dominating 
power and the rest of the world as a girdle 
of subsidiary peoples, deprived of the ability 
to resist their masters and of the economic 
possibility to do anything but what they are 
told. ‘The plan has been outlined in great 
detail by Haushofer, the philosopher and 
theoretical guide of ‘the Nazi movement. 
What is the alternative offered at present by 
the opponents of the Nazi terror? It seems 
to be purely negative. To overthrow the 
authors of the threat, without producing any 
organized plan to take the place of the 
destruction they have caused, scems the 
limit at the moment.

There should be no misapprehension about 
the importance of immediate United. States’ 
assistance to Great Britain, either for the 
salvation of the idealy which ‘most of the world 
hhold dearest, or for the safely of the United 
States themselves, ‘The altitude taken by Mr. 
Henry Ford, the motor magnate, that the more 
assistance that is given immediately, the more

losses from bombings andl attacks on shipping, 
the British Empire. is by no means reduced 
to an extremity. “But this docs not lessen the 
Importance of the fact that the greater the help

vietory by Britain and her Allies, the whole 
fulure of the world depends, No one eould 
possibly be more grateful thon the British 
Empire for the assistance already given, oF 
more appreciative of the willingness. with 
which the people of the United States have put 
forth their efforts to save the world from a 
major eatastrophe.

European war and the Japanese coastal navigation ban again 
yielded a good shipping story yesterday with the prevention by 
the Japanese naval authorities of the unloading of a cargo of 
approximately 1,000 bales of sillt cocoons valued at almost $250,000 
from the hold of the Santa Anna, a Portuguese coaster. 

‘The vessel which had made port from the lower Yangtze delta 
and docked alongside a pontoon on the French Bund was virtually 
under detention, being prevented from leaving port yesterday 
afternoon according to her schedule, as her cargo could not be 


unloaded. 


Half an hour after her arrival early 
yesterday morning and while she was 
beginning to unload the bales of 
cocoons comprising part of her deck 
cargo, a motor launch drew up 
‘alongside the Santa Anna, which was 
boarded by elght Japanese sailors and 
fone naval rating who prevented the 
Unloading of the cargo of cocoons. 
the greater part of which was stored 
in the hold of the ship, which wa 
‘open at the time, 


‘Third Vessel Seized 


‘The Santa Anna, which is the thira 
Portuguese vessel’ in recent months 
Whose unloading was delayed by the 
Japanese naval authorities, was al- 
lowed to discharge her cargo yester- 
day afternoon after protracted nego- 
tiations between her owners, the 
charterers and the Japanese naval 
‘authorities ‘The Portusuese consular 
authorities were informed of the 
foceurrence, ‘The ss, Santarem and 
the Ave Maria were the (vo other 
vessels fying the Portugtiose fla 
whose sailings were delayed as a 
result of detention in port by the 
Japanese authorities in recent months. 
‘The Santarem was prevented from 
unloading a eargo of cotton from the 
Tower Yangtze delta and also was 
docked along a pontoon off | the 
French Bund, The Ave Maria, which 
experienced the same dificulty, was 
released after several days, 

‘The compradore of the Santa Anna 
yesterday enrried out the preliminary 
hnogotiations with the Japanese visi- 
torg on board but apparently: made 
no headway, as the parleys continued 
for the greater part of the day, with 
the consiqnees of the cargo and the 
owners of the vessel sharing in the 
hegotiations. No. reason could, be 
ascertained for the prevention of the 
earge from being taken out of the 
vessel. 


‘On Lower Yangtze Run 


‘The Santa Anna, a coaster of the 
slorified “tub” class, one of many 
whieh was commissioned into the 
coastal shipping service when the 
coastal shipping business was in. the 
hey day, ofiginally was on the Wen- 
chow-Shanghai run, but a few months 
yo was forced to ie idle in port as 
{1 result of the Japanese restrictions 
fon coastal shipping, for reasons of 
“military expedieney.” according 10 
the Japanese authorities here, ‘The 
vessel was employed on the lower 
Yangtze run recently and called at 
small port whieh apparently war 
hot affected by the ban. The vessel 
hhad secured the necessary clearance 
papers from the Customs here before 
her departure." 

It was ascertained that the cargo 
was destined for Shanghai for Chin. 
ese consignees and that the vessel 
arrived in port shortly after midnight 
on Thursday. 

‘The incident connected with the 
Santa’ Anna is one of a series of 
similar detentions of vessels with 
cargoes destined for Shanghai from 
eoast ports near by and recalls the 
recent experiences of two German 
fand an Ttallan vessels whose cargoes 
were temporarily ‘seized, and were 
not released! until afler ‘the owners

3 my 
firm applied to one of the local eable 
offices for registration of a certain 
word as our additional code address, 
‘This application was granjed and we 
paid the fee. In the evening. they

by another firm with another cable 
office, whereupon we requested them 
to cancel our application and refund 
to us the money paid. This the eable 
company refused to do, insisting that 
we register under another word. 

T submit that my firm has paid the 
foe for that certain word as our addl- 
tional eable address. If said word is 
subsequently found to be unavailable, 
the least the company could do is to 
refund to us the money. Whether we 
wish to reister under another word 
‘or not is altogether another matter 
and subject 10 our sole discretion and 
pleasure, 

‘This attitude of never allowing any 
money paid into the till of a business 
to got away again is not the practiee 
of ‘the better” classes of mercantile 
‘establishments. In the present ease it 
ix not even smart business, because 
‘cable address registration fev is only 
$10, while our monthly eable fee 

younts to over $2,000, and the funny

‘Shanghai, Dee. 4. 

‘The English aw. that all con- 
veyances of land unless made. by 
deed are vold was upheld by Judge 
P. Grant Jones in H. M. Supreme 
Court yesterday in dismissing’ with 
costs against plainti” an action 
brought by Mr, Chi Hwa-nan, theatre 
promoter, against China Theatres 
Limited.’ The aetion_ was one. for 
speeitie performance of an agreement 
‘alleged to relate to the lease of two 
theatres, the Empire and Kwangming 
in Tientsin, and damages from April 
1, fast, of $6,000 per month Tientsin 
curreney. Mr. H, D. Rodger appeared 
for plainti’ while Mr. Ranald Me- 
Donald represented the defendants, 

Plainti’s statement of claim, which 
was read by Mr. Rodger, deseribed 
the defendant a5 a British public 
China company with registered omices 
at f2n Srechuen Road nnd the owner 
fof the land and building in ‘Tientsin 
Known as the Empire ‘Theatre and 
lessee under long lease of the Kwan. 
ming. ‘Theatre. 

‘On January 8, 1040, the stat 
continued, defendants’ entered 
written agreement of lease forthe 
two theatres for five years trom 
April 1, last, at a total monthly rental 
‘of T$42088.20 and undertook to give 
possession of the premises: to plaintitt 
fon April 1, Mer Rodger. sviggested 
that the agreement had all the ele- 
































ments of a fease and would be bind- 
ing if one was not drawn up later, 
‘as the parties originally. intended,

Mr. Rodger told: the court that a 
raft agreement made between the 
parties provided for a ‘penalty of 
‘$5,000 as liquidated damages for 
failure on either side to carry out 
the terms of the agreement, Counsel 
submitted that payment of the dam- 
‘ages would In no way hinder specific 
performance of the original “agree 
ment, 

‘The reply to the statement of claim 
whieh Mr. Rodger also read claimed 
that the agreement was a preliminary. 
contract which contemplated the sub- 
sequent execution of a lease and 
stated that in the event the lessor 
should sell the Empire ‘Theatre dur- 
ing the tenure of the lease, that the 
lessee would agree to vacate the 
premises when notified and the 
lessor would refund to him the 
proportionate amouint paid by’ them 
for rebuilding or repairs which have 
‘been approved by the lessor. 

Defendants did not admit the allega- 
tion that they hod refused to give 
laintif’ possession of the Kwangming 
‘Theatre on April 1, Jast, oF that they 
‘ave still rotusing’ to do. 50, ‘The 
Empire Theatre, it was stated, was 
sold on oF abot March 16, last, by 
defendants to the Peninsular Trading, 
Company of Liza Building. 

‘The reply also stated that defendants 
were at all times willing to lease the 

ing Theatre to. plaintift in 









Tn conclusion the reply 
submitied ‘that plaintif’ was not 1 
titled to any relief claimed in the 
action 

After reading the reply, counsel 
said he would show that defendants 
promised to submit the draft of a 
Tease, andl although requested to do 
‘50 on several subsequent occasions by 
his client, did not do so until June 28, 
three months after the theatres 
should have been handed over. In 
March, he said, plaintiM advised de- 
fendants that if the lease was not 
received the original agreement would 
be binding.

Gambling Charges

Shanghai, Dec, 5. 

In the face of evidence that he had 
escaped from the Oklahoma State 
Penitentiary, where he was serving a 
25-year sentence for robbery, E. T. 
“Jack” Riley failed to appear ‘before 
Judge Milton J. Helmick in the U.S. 
Court for China yesterday afternoon, 
after an adjourned hearing in the 
morning, thereby forfeiting the un- 
iecedented ball of U.S.$25,000. 

“His action speaks for itself," Mr. 
Charles Richardson, Jr., Special As- 
sistant District Attorney, told the 

iorth-China Daily News" yesterday 
afternoon, “and 1 had anticipated it 
‘once this evidence came out. Al- 
though this is the biggest bail we have 
ever had in the US. Court here, 1 
thought it should have deen larger. 
Riley has lots of money, and if he is 
now in Hongkew wo will be unable 
to touch him, since one could remain 
in hiding there for years, He could 
uy a Passport, and escape in 

















Tn the course of yesterday's heat~ 
lng, Mr, Richardson produced radio. 
rams from the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation in Washington, showing 
that Riley, who had many aliases, had 
fed in 1923 of robbery, 
and sent to the Oklahoma State 
Penitentiary to serve a 25-year sen- 
tence. In 1925, however, Riley, suc- 
ceeded in escaping from the prison, 
‘the message continued. 
"Riley was facing a life sentence 
if he went back on this charge alone,” 
declared Me. Richardson. 
‘Mr. Richardson was. secking to 
prove yesterday that Riley is an 
‘American citizen, and therefore liable 
{to sentence on 16 charges of operat- 
gambling. devices, contrary to 
American lave. In a previous hear~ 
ing the éofendant had pleaded guilty 
{to these charges on condition that the 
prosecution proved that he was an 
American subject, and consequently 
lunder the jurisdiction of the Ameri 
jean Court 
‘The District Attorney opened the 
heating with a resumé of the case as 
it proceed so far, pointing out that 
Riley was charged with engaging in 
[commercial gambling, contrary to the 
statutes of the District of Columbia. 
fend that when arraigned on Septem- 
‘ber 21 the defendant had pleaded not 
guilty. Later “he posted bail of 
U.S.$25000, and was finger printed 
fand photographed. ‘These identifiea- 
ion marks were sent to Washington 
the Federal Bureau of Invesitga- 
tion, On October 25, continued Mr. 
Richardson, Riley pleaded guilty if it 
could be proved that the U.S. Court 
hhad jurisdiction over him. 

“The ease is unique,” he said, 
that the defendant has not indicated 
whether he is an American citizen oF 
ot. Tle has stood mute, thereby giv 
fing! the government the burden of 
Proving, bis citizenship. 

Mr. Richardson then gave some of 
the aliases whieh Riley’ is alleged to 
have used, among thein being *Jack" 
Riley. Fahnley Albert Becker, Johnny 
Becker, and John Fahnley Becker.

"This statement was made 
in 1880. On January 16, 1935, Riley 
Jagain applied for registration ‘at the 
‘American Consulate. 

‘A number of radiograms from the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation at 
Washington were then produced by, 
Mr. Richardson. These radlogram| 
were received, it was explained, in 
answer to enquiries “made from 
‘Shanghai about’ Riley's record. in 
America, Mr. Weiner, the defendant's 
counsel, objected to ‘the reading of 
these telegrams on the grounds that 
they were not proper evidence, the 
District Attorney replying that the 
telegrams only referred to document- 
lary evidence, which is being sent here 
from America, 

‘The frst telegram acknowleged re- 
celpt. of Riley's fingerprints and 
photograph. The second stated that 
they “had been checked, and that, 
Riley was sentenced to 25 years in 
the Oklahoma State Penitentiary on 
charges of conjoint robbery on May 
23, 1923. On May 10, 1925, he suc- 
feeeded in eseaping from the prison. 
In 1921 he received an honourable 
discharge from the U.S, Navy. He 
was tatooed on the left arm in red, 
blue and green. On the right arm 
he had a woman tatooed, and there 
were numerous other tatooes all over 
his body. 

‘The third radiogram stated that it 
was understood that he won the 
Manhattan Bar in Shanghai in 1924 
by gambling. Another report. from 
Washington stated that “G-Men" had 
inteviewed Riley's mother, who had 
testified under oath that he was born 
jon September 22, 1896, near Colorado, 
hhis father's name being Becker, At 
the age of seven he was adopted by 
family named Riley. The hearing was 
then adjourned by Judge Helmick 
‘until 2 o'clock, 

At 2 o'clock there was no sign of 
Riley in the court, and after half an 

urs wait Judge Helmick entered, 
‘Where is the defendant?” he asked 
Mr. Weiner. On being told that all 
efforts to find him during the timin 
recess had failed the Judge instructed 
the Clerk of the Court to call the 
defendant. ‘This was done three time 
‘and the bail of $25,000 was thereupon 
forfeited,

AMERICA AND THE AXIS 
By Ssummsoxias. 


It is ivonieul that the greatest contribution 
fo making American public opinion aware of 
the threat to its own safety from the Axis 
powers shoul have been made by those 
powers themselves. The agreement signed 
in Berlin by Germany, Italy and Japan was 
immediately. interpreted by the American 
press as aimed primarily at the United 
States. For several years, in fact ever since 
1937, Administration ofcials had pointed out 
the danger to the United States of the under= 
standing between Japan and the two European 
diclatorships, but had deen regarded as un= 
necessarily alarmist. Now confirmation for 
this oMelal view was provided by the three] 
partners themselves. ing _ aside the 
possibility that the main purpose ‘of the pact 
was the mutual encouragement of the 
signatories, its intention must have been the 
searing of the United States into reversing. 
its policy of aiding Britain and China, by 
threatening war if it were carried out. ‘The 
actual effect was just the opposite. Even the| 
Isolationists disliked the assumption that they 
could be treated like a small Balkan neutral, 
while the Administration, confident of public 
support, Instead of retreating from their 
pro-Allied policy, carried it forward “with 
renewed vigour 

While the pact did nut imi 
in German intentions, it marked a definite 
change in German ‘methods, During the 
early months of the war, Germany had done | 
everything possible to soothe American public] 
opinion. American newspaper men and 
visitors to Germany were well-treated and 
every effort was made by Dr. Goebbel’s pro- 
paganda organization to instil the notion that 
‘America had nothing to fear from Germany, 
that she had no designs whatsoever on the 
western hemisphere, and that any talle of the 
contrary was probably inspired by Great 
Britain, Germany had always posed as a 
much wronged nation, seeking to rectify 
‘abuses imposed by the Versailles Treaty so 
wisely rejected by the United States Senate 
and driven to invade peaceful neutral coun- 
ies solely because of information received 
That the British were about to move into 
those countries in order to attack her 

Similarly, Japan had protested that it, had 
no designs whatsoever upon the United States 
or its Far Eastern interests. Tn an exchange | 
of statements which followed the German 
threats {0 the Low Countries. Japan. like the 
United States, declared its belief in the main= 
enanee of the status quo in the Pacitle. 

‘One possible reason for the change of tone 
towards America was that all the Axis 
powers had reatized that American opinion

Ambassador Bullitt interpreted this state~ 
ment as follows: “We were told that we 
‘must act in such a way as to permit Germany.

in Great Britain, and we must act in such 
u way as fo permit Japan to gain absolute

The commonly raised objection to a. 
declaration of war by the United States 
against Japan at this time is that it would 
prevent supplies being sent to England to 
check the Germans. Ambassador Bullitt! 
reversed this argument and suggested that 
the only reason the Axis powers meeting in 
Berlin did not themselves declare war against 
the United States was that they were afraid. 
an immediate declaration of war would cause 
the United States to accelerate its armaments. 
industry, while the Germans and Talians: 
were checked by the British at the Channel 
und in the Mediterranean und the Japanese 
were still bogged down in China. They: 
would prefer cach of them to dispose first 
of her immediate enemy and then together 
turn upon a still ill-prepared United States. 

American policy, Mr. Bullitt argued, 
should therefore be to increase its peacetime 
armaments production with wartime fervour 
in order 0 keep the outer bostions of 
America’s defences strong. “The vital pro- 
blem of our security has been reduced to 
simple terms: our task is to prepare with 
such speed and to give supplies with such 
amplitude to those nations which are resist 
ing the aggressors that the aggressors will 
not be able to destroy them and attack us 
before we ourselves are prepared to repel 
aggression. 
jamin Franklin's dictum, 
All hang together or most assuredly we shall 
all hong separately,” wos never 0 apposite! 
as it was today. 

Mr. Bullitt quickly reviewed the changes 
which American policy had been forced to 
assume by the course of world events. Pre- 
‘sident Roosevelt and Chancellor Hitler had 
taken over the reins of government at about 
the same time. President Roosevelt had. 
applied the doctrine of the Good Neighbour, 
while Germany begun to follow the con 
trary policy outlined in “Mein Kampf” 
America had attempted to maintain friendly. 
relations with Germany on the grounds that 
the internal government of a country was no 
business of the United States however con- 
trary. its principles might be to those 
advocated in the Bill of Rights. Even when 
Germany began to terrorize all the smaller 
nations of Europe, the United States still 
maintained a correct attitude in its inter- 
national relations with the Nazi Chancellor. 
‘There were times when American emotions] 
‘were violently stirred, as during the perseeu~ 
tion of the Jews, but at no period, Mr. 
Bullitt insisted, did the United States giv 
any indication that the democratic countries 
could rely on American aid if they went to 
war to check aggression. Public opinion 
criticized the appeasement policy of France 
and Britain violently. but at the same time 
“We were unwilling to agree to allow them. 
to obtain from us if war should break out 
the weapons without which they knew they. 
could scarcely hold off to say nothing of 
defeating the aggressors.” 

Mr. Bullitt wus not only eriticizing the 
tittle group of American writers who created 
‘an erroneous impression of American foreign 
poliey in the days following Munich, but 
‘was lso defending himself against charges 
made by the isolatfonists that he had egged 
on France and England with fulse promises 
of American assistance if they should take 
a firm stand. 

Finally, Mr, Bullitt pointed out, America 
instinet Of self-preservation “compelled us 
{to realize that isolation was all very well so 
long as we had powerful friends fighting to 
preserve a world order in which we could 
five safely, but that for any nation surround~ 
ed by a world of hostile powers, isolation 
was a prelude to destruction. We begun to 
wonder whether France and England might 
not be destroyed by the Nazi military 
machine and whether it might not be our 
turn next’
